Severe inroads have been made on 
the strength of the German troops 
Bolding the line on the Franco-Brit- 
ish front during the attacks delivered 
on them in fhe months of April, May 


established ‘averages demonstrates 
that their losses must approximate 
350,000. men. tes 
Before the spring operations of the 
French and British began, the Ger- 
man front had been divided into two 
sectors entirely independent of each 
other, Oné faced the French -be- 
tyveen the Oise and the Swiss . fran- 
tier, and was under the command -of 
the Crown Prince. The other ~con- 
fronted the British from the North 
Sea to the Oise, and was” command- 
ed by the Bavarian Crown Prince. 
At the beginning of the Franco- 
British offensive the Germans liad at 
their: disposal -on the whole line 
elictching from the North Sea to 
Switzerland 147 divisions, of which 
105 were actually in the front line 
and 42 in the rear, ready for  em- 
ployment at any point where their 
liclp was needed. These reserve di- 
visions were about equally distribut- 
ed in the northern and southern sec- 
tors. The situation on the Russian 
front perniitted the Germans to de- 
ech some of their active divisions 
from that side, and at the same time 
they formed several. new divisions, 
which they brought to the [reach 


front, so that ou June 20 the number! 


of their divisions facing the Frengh 
and British was 135, in spite of the 
fact that they had replaced the--ac- 
tive divisions brought: from Russia 
By Landwher unils sent from this 
aide.

Many Women Employed in British 
Army Auxiliary Corps 


Hundreds of. women of the British 
Aimy Auxiliary Corps are working 
in Trance, some in the ‘bases and 
others in-country quarters near base 
towns. Their letters show they are 
finding enjoyment as well as hard 
work, : 

“We have every comfort and con- 
venience,” writes one. “We .came 
Erepared to ‘rough it,’ but there. is 
no necessity for that. We are in the 
middle of a wood, and the country 
all around is lovely. We had a crick- 
et match against the men yesterday, 
and they won, in spite of playing 
Icft-handed.” 

_For ordinary clerical work 23s, to 
27s. a week is paid; for superiors 
and shorthand typists 28s. to’ 32s. 
with overtime paid 7d. to 9d. an hour. 
A bonis * of 
twelve months’ service. Uniforms, 
khaki coat-frock, with stockings and 
shoes, are provided free. ‘The max- 
imum for board and lodging is Js. 
a week. 

Volunteers have a fortnight's drill 
in London and then go to France. 
The call is urgent to girls of good 
education with office experience 
a little knowledge of book-keeping 
and clerical work.

Consumes About 15 per cent. Less 
Foodstuffs Than 18 Months 
Ago 
The British army in the field is 
consuming about fifteen per cent. less 
of foodstuffs per capita-than it did 

cighteen months ago. : 

This is not due to any studted dim- 
inution of rations, but to imore.care- 
fil distribution and the prevention of 
vaste. It is very easy for a gencroys 
commisary to supply an army with 
more than it can use. In the early 
days of the war this practice of gen- 
crosity was well onigh universal be- 
cause it was regarded as wiser to 
nrovide too much than too little, and 
the reaching of the exact means is 
not a siinple matter: The policy of 


over-supply was well eneoxrgh when 
foodstuffs were fairly plentiful but 
nowadays, when the result of the 


war may depend upon tle solution of 
food problems nothing is being left 
undone to prevent waste. 

Lhe British soldier is still the best 
fed soldier in Europe, but tle supply 
Cepartinents are | gradually > rescuing 
him from the stigma of being at the 
saine time the most wasteful. Stocks 
of meat and breel are closely wateh- 
ed and unused allowances must be 
held over and added to the store for 
the next meal or the next day.

Analysis of the Food Values of Com- 
mon Gardeh Vegetables 


Potatoes are propagated by cutting 
up selected potatoes and planting the 
pieces in hills, care being taken to 
leave one or more “eyes” | in cach 
piece, But the potato vine blossoms 
and occasionally bears sceds. | Bur- 
bank found one of these seed balls, 
containing twenty-three ~ seeds, — He 
planted them. No two seeds produc- 
ed the same: Two hills, however, 
yielded potatoes of exceptional size, 
number and quality. They were pre- 
served, and each succeeding year 
reproduced true to kind. They im- 
proved in whiteness, smoothness, .uni- 
formity of size, and in keeping .quali- 
tiés, That is the whole story, Itwas 
a triumph of ‘selection and. clasgifica- 
tion without hybridization, cross-pol- 


lcnization or. root-grafting. “Nor diasim 


the application of these last. men- 
tioned processes, during the past for- 
ty years, improved the tuber grown 
by the Massachusetts lad, Burbank, in 
the garden patch at Chester. 

Potatoes contain Z5 per cent. 
water on. the average. Much the same 
proportion is contained in raw meat, 
‘Turnips contain as much as 90 per 
cent. watet, 2 or 3 per cent, more than 
is contained in milk. But turnips 
centain no starch, which is the pre- 
dominant constituent of potatoes, 
their carbohydrates? being largely 
sugar, much of which is lost in boil- 
ing. The same is trite of beets, 
which are verg-rich in. sugar. 

Carrots contain less water than 
turnips, but 10 per cent. more than 
potatocs.- Parsnips contain more 
sugar than beets, but less water. 

Onions contain’ as much as 90 per 
cent. water and have scarcely any 
dictetic. value, - but are very whole- 
come condiments or seasonings. 

The London: ‘Lancet says these 
vegetables have little value as tissue 
building because of the small amourt 
of proteii in’ thei, their chief value 
being for their ‘carbohydrates in’ su- 


gar.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN HORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quarter’section 


of available Dorsinion land in Manitoba. 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. Applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lanis Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the District. Entry by proxy may 
be made at any Dominion Land Agency (but not 
Sub-Agency), on certain conditions. 

Duties--Six months’ residence upon and cultva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
on a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain conditions. 
A habitable house is required, except where resi- 
deace is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in good standing 
may pre-empt a quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 “per acre. 

Duties---Six months residence in each of six years 
after earning homestead patent ; also 50 acres extra 
cultsvation. Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his homestead 
tight may take a purchased homestead in certain 
districts. Price $3.00 peracre. Duties--Must teside 
six months in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300.00. 

The area of cultivation is subject te reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land. Live stock 
may be substituted for cultivation under certain com- 
ditions.

facturing industries. 

The. production of wool for the last 
fiscal year was large and the: prices 
set new records for Australia, This 
year’s crop of wheat, while not' equal- 
ling the:mammoth yield of 1915-1916, 
which was the largest ever reaped in 
Australia, - is considered. very favor- 
able. Some wheat-was.damaged by 
hail and rust, but as a rule the yield 
is good, The British government has 
bought most of the crop, so the far- 
mers are assured of a good market.

Water Power To Save Coal 


Reduction of Unnecessary Coal Con- 
sumption a National Problem 


Canada depends upon the United 
States for a large portion of her coal 
supply both for domestic and indus- 
trial purposes; she is therefore much 
interested in the’ coal conditions ob; 
taining there. A recent. communica- 
tion from Secretary F, K., Lane of the 
U. S. Department of. the © Interior 
shows how acute the situation 
been made by the entrance of our 
neighbors into the war. One of the 
remedies urged, particularly applic- 
able to Canada, is the immediate con- 


servation of fuel by the efficient use 


of all available water-power,  Elimin- 
ation of unnecessary consumption of 
coal is considered a: problem. of na- 
tional interest and of immediate con- 
cern. New power requirements 
should therefore be met, so far as 
practicable by utilization ‘of -hydro- 
electric energy; this would also apply 
to present. steam gencrating:: energy 
consuming’ coal or oil* in‘ its’ produc- 
tion, _ Thus, all water, available at 
water power plants should: be: artiliz- 
ed to’ produce energy upto the re- 
quirements of the .population and in- 
dustries within transmission. distance 
of the site; every facility should also 
be given for the efficient development 
of new sites. In regions where wat- 
er power can be made _ available 
steam power plants should be op- 
erated only to carry loads in excess 
of those that can be carried by wat- 
er power plants. The adoption — of 
this course, in many cases, would 
mean cheaper operation, particularly 
in view of the rapidly increasing price 
of coal. 

Every” ‘additional “hydro-electric 
horse-power used in Canada means 
the yearly liberation of from 10 to 12 
tons of coal for domestic heating or 
other purposes where hydro-electric 
energy cannot be so effectively sub- 
stituted.—L.G.D. 2 


Improvement Of 
Alberta Wool 


Western Canada Wool Is Very Much 
in Demand by Buyers 


Thanks to the «efforts of the Do- 
minion government in instructing the 
farmers in the raising of sheep and 
the proper care of fleeces, a notice- 
able improvement of the quality of 
the wool was shown at the Calgary 
Ixhibition recently. Wool was shown 
from all over the province, from Ed- 
monton in the north to Magrath in 
the south, and there was a substan- 
tial increase in the number of entries 
over last year. More domestic wool 
was exhibited than formerly, which 
shows that an increasing number of 
herds are being raised with greater 


“protection and care than range sheep 


receive. . 

In the past farmers have not de- 
voted to sheep raising the importance 
it deserves, but a change has come 
over the situation in recent years. A 
study of the character of Canadian 
wool proved that the quality was in- 
lterently satisfactory, and wool grow- 
ers associations were formed in the 
various provinces for the purpose of 
grading and selling the wool on a 
co-operative basis. That the result 
has been eminently satisfactory is 
shown by the prices being obtained 
for Alberta wool, and the quality of 
the fleeces shown this year at_ the 
Calgary Exhibition, Western Cana- 
dian wool is very much. in demand, 
and is bought ‘up in keen competition 
every scason, buyers from Boston be- 
ing particularly eager to secure it. 
All the well-known breeds do well, 
and they are regarded as among the 
most profitable animals a farmer can 
raise, :

Petrograd House, Costiliest in_City, 
“Was Used as Soldiers’ Club 


News cables of the last few days 
have related that Mlle, Hatilde 
Kscheninska; noted Russian © dancer 
and close friend of Nicholas, former 
czar, again had come into possession 
of her mansion and-estate in Petro- 

rad, from which she’ was driven 
in the first days of the revolution. 
Behind the {simple news statements 
lies a story of romance, typical of 
the court life of the old autocratic 
days, = 

For several months . the,. dancer's 
palace has been occupied by Social- 
ists and revolutionary committees. 
The wonderful Roman baths, said to 
be the most costly in the Russian 
capital, have been used as typewrit- 
ing headquarters by short halved So- 
cialist girls, .The salon has been 
used as the club room for the _ sol- 
diers. The grounds have been open 
to the public. 


The fact that the dancer, disliked 
by the Russian people, has returned 
and again taken possession of her es- 
tate is regarded by Russians in this 
country as proof of the moderation 
of control practiced by the revolu- 
tionists, . 

Mile. Kscheninska returned from 
her retreat when the first fury of the 
revolution had abated and. appealed 
to the--new. department of justice 
for her estate. The judges held that 
an she owned the -property, regard- 
less of how she came-into its pos- 
session, she was entitled to it and 
that it must be returned to her. 

Accordingly -the palace has been 
given up by the revolutionists. The 
dancer's finest possessions, including 
Pictures had been locked in ,store- 
zooms and are said to be intact, but 
she has complained that furs .and 
other personal property to the value 
of several hundred thousand dollars 
have been stolen, 

Officially the czar broke off all re- 
lations with the dancer-a few years 
ago. But the Russian capital 
been filled in recent years with sto- 
ries of life in the dancer's palace; 
Petrograd has known that Nicholas 
was a frequent caller there. i 

Thousands of: Russians and others 
in New York have seen the dancer on 
the stage and in her splendid equip- 
ages She is described as’ “plain.” 
Even when. she was. young she was 
not beatuiful, it is said, but she pos- 
sessed charm and grace which won 
her fame as an artistic dancer. 

Mlle, Kscheninska is about 44 years 
old. She had possessed: the czar’s 
friendship: and held sway over the 
autocrat of all-the Russias for near- 
ly twenty-five-years. 

The dancer began to attract atten- 
tion on the stage about. 1902° and 
1903, when she was a star in the im- 
perial opera of Vienna. Although she 
was the prima ballarina, - what ,ex- 
cited the public interest in. her per- 
formances was the knowledge that 


becoming, known that for more thas)! _ 


ten years she had been’ the. czar's 
favorite. It had been known in court 
circles, but not by the public. 

The friendship between the czar 
and the dancer dates back to two 
years previous to his. marriage to the 
Princess Alix of -Hesse. The czarina 
knew of hee husband’s infatuation 
for the dancer and it was court gos- 
sip that she consented to the mar- 
rlage only because, forced to by rela- 
tives. In-spite ofall the charms she 
brought to bear on her husband the 
czarina was forced to acknowledge 
the truth—that the little Polish dan- 
cer still retained first place in the 
czar's affections. 

But by degrees the czarina succeed- 
ed in gaining the ascendency over her 
rival in the ruler’s affections, and 
after ten years he. consented to break 
off his relations with the dancer. At 
least he consented not to see her in 
public. The czar wished to make the 
dancer’s life happy, so he gave to 
her great wealth and sent-her to Vi- 
enna as a life member of the Im- 
perial Opera Ballet. ° ; 

One clause of the agreement was 
that she should leave her four sons 
to be reared by the mother of the 
czar. It was estimated at that time 
that she had a fortune of 9 million 
dollars, in addition to the diamonds 
and jewels, which she displayed on 
every public occasion. 

For the last few. years Mlle. Ksche- 
ninska has spent much time on her 
estate, said to have been given her 
by the czar.—From the New York 
Herald,

Czar’s Pet Dancer Regains {Not Imitating Diabolical Act Vairol 


Reprisals on: Germany for Exhibition 
of Frightfulness are Not 
: Favored 


We.are please beyond measure, 
szys the Christian Guardian, with the 
indications that there will be no yield- 
ing on the part of the British - au- 
thorities and the “British people “in 
general to the very strong pressure 
exerted in.some quarters in favor. of 
reprisals on German towns, following 
the recent disastrous air raids on 
England. The debate on the subject 
in the house of lords would indicate 
.a very strong and deeprooted feeling 
of opposition to the adoption of any 
such -retallatory measures, the minis- 
ter of war, the Earl of Derby, ex- 
pressing his belief that the whole 
country would associate itself with 
the suggestion that Britain should 
not try to Imitate Germany in. her 
brutal attacks upon non-combatant 
people, ae 

It Is true that the recent raids 
have been the most cruel of all those 
that have yet taken place, especially 
in the horror of thelr destruction of 
women and children. In one school 
no less than nineteen children were 
killed outright in thelr classrooms. 
And these recent raids have shown 
more clearly than ever before that 
no possible military or honorable 
purpose can be attained by them, or 
is even sought to be attained by 
them in any direct and. falr-minded 
way. And yet, though these facts do 
stir up the indignation of the people 
almost beyond control, we believe 
that our children’s children in years 
to come will be grateful beyond ex- 
pression that the British people of 
this trying time-were not ready to 
wbandon their own standard of civi- 
lization, but resisted stoutly a great 
temptation to retaliate in kind, 

And we cannot but feel that to 
‘adopt reprisal measures: of this kind 
at the present time would be to drop 
a tried and effective weapon out of 
our hand and take up a discredited 
and ineffective one. Great Britain 
and her Allies are today very largely 
masters of the air at the battle-front, 
where aircraft are perfectly legiti- 
mate weapons. To work out any plan 
of reprisal air attacks on German 
towns would be to detract, to some 
extent at least, from the efficiency of 
our air service at the front. And: to 
risk doing that is something that we 
cannot possibly think of. And it is 
worthy of thought if that very thing 
may not be what Germany is specially 
planning and hoping that we may do. 

In any event we are gldd in our 
hearts to find the manhood of the 
Empire sound on this issue, and to 
believe that, no matter how great the 
provocation may be, our authorities 
will not stoop to follow the inhuman 
and diabolical example that our enc- 
mies have set us. 


Chancellor Still, Bluffing 


Holds Out Bait of Annexations When | 
_.Gernmiany Has Won. War... 


_ According to. Berlin newspapers 
the. German. chancellor, . Dr. von 


‘| Bethmann-Hollweg, sald to members 


of the Reichstag: “I repeat that the 
formula of peace without annexation 
is unacceptable to us. We cannot de- 
clare our terms of peace. We must 
fight. and conquer.” : 

The chancellor made a strong at- 
tack on Matthias Erzberger, leader 
of the Catholic Centre, who assailed 
the pan-Germans in his address be- 
fore the main committee last week, 
and advocated peace without annexa- 
tions.or indemnities. Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg said Herr Erz- 
berger’s attitude was unpatriotic. 

According to the summary of the 
chancellor's speech before the main 
committee, published in.the Lokal 
Anzeiger of Berlin, he said: . 
“We must continue the war with 
our whole strength. I do not deny 
that we have great difficulties to ov- 
ercome, but so have our enemies. We 
shall see whether their difficulties or 
ours are greater. ° 

“T am sure we can win if we hold 
out. 

-“Nothing was. further from my in- 
tention than to cling to my post, but 
now it is a question of protecting the 
tatherland from injury, and for this 
reason I consider it necessary to re- 
tain my post.” 


Borrowing $7,000,000,000 


‘Small Sums of Money are Made to 
do Serviec Many Times 


How, it may be asked, can the 
president borrow $7,000,000,000 when 
there-is not that much money in tne 
entire country? The anSwer is that 
it will not all be borrowed at one 
time in one lump sum, S. T, Forman 
writes in St. Nicholas. 
it will be borrowed at different times; 
and soon after one portion has been 
borrowed it will be spent, and those 
who receive it can lend it again. This 
can be made clear by an illustration. 
Mr, Smith, a shoe merchant, has $500 
which he wishes to lend to Uncle 
Sam. He gives the government the 
cash in the form of a $500 bill and 
receives in return a bond (a promis- 
sory note) for $500. Shortly after 
this transaction Uncle Sam buys from 
Mr. Smith $500 worth of shoes for 
the soldiers and pays for them, let 
us say, with the identical $500 bill 
which he borrowed from Mr. Smith, 
Now, if Uncle Sam is still borrowing 
rioney, Mr. Smith, if he desires to 
do so, can lend the $500 bill to the 
government a second time and_ re- 
ceive in exchange a second bond for 
$500. Thus our $500 bill has served 
as the means of borrowing $1,000. Of 
course, by repeating the transaction 
often -enough, the $500 bill could be 
used for borrowing many thousands 
of dollars.

Says Submarine 
Menace Increases 


British Official Tells of New U-Boat 
Device; Steel Arms: Reach Out 
and Feel for Trap Nets ~ 


Automatic steel arms which reach 
out from German submarines and 
push them away from the Allies’ trap 
nets are saving the German U-boats 
and increasing the undersea menace, 
according to a statement from a 
British government official published 
by the Providence Journal. 

_ “That the submarine - menace is 
increasing is everywhere admitted 
in inner circles of the British ad- 
miralty,” says the statement. “An- 
other menace making for shortage 
of shipping is the fact that available 
tonnage shrinks through severe use 
in war work, yery rapidly. The 
shrinkage is. even greater than. the 


-actual tonnage of ships sunk by sub- 


tharines,” + 
. The. captain of a torpedoed mer- 
chantman has turned over to the nav- 
al authorities a sketch of a new type 
of German submarine equipped with 
wire a cutting device designed. to re- 
lease it from nets. The sketch shows 
several strands of stout steel hawser 
stretched from the bow. through the 
conning tower to the stern. Attach- 
ed to these is a series of heavy cir- 
cular knives, a foot in diameter and 
placed about a yard apart: 

The captain made the drawing 
while in a small boat after his ship 
had been torpedoed. He had _ been 
shelled and torpedoed in two other 
ships, but on neither of those occa- 
sions had he noticed anything new in 
the type of the German diving boats. 
While he was not close enough to 
the last submarine to examine min- 
utely the addition to its upper works, 
he was able to see plainly cnough-to 
make a good sketch. 

The theory of the captain is that a 
boat so equipped would hope to cut 
its way through any steel nets in 
which it might become enmeshed.

It has been the link between 
the Adriatic and the Aegean seas 
ever .since history was written. 

For centuries it has carried its ox 
carts with their solid wooden whedls, 
and long trains of donkeys and peas- 
ant women bowed under packs. Serb 
and Bulgarian raiders have descend- 
ed on Saloniki along it. For thirty 
centuries fighting men and peasants 
and thieves and slaves have marched 
through its bottomless mud. 

Today it is kaleldoscop as it could 
never have been in the worst days of 
its bad history. To ox carts and 
donkeys have been added _ great 
camions and whirling cars filled with 
officers in furs and gold. Natty 
Frenchmen in horizon blue, English- 
men in khaki, Italians in gray green, 
Russians in brown, Serbian soldiers 
in weather washed gray, bead Its 
surface. Fezzed Turks are there and 
Albanians in white embroidered with 
black, and Cretans in kilts and tights 
and tasseled shoes, 

Airmen, -80 wrapped in furs that 
they remind one of toy bears, dash 
by in cars that are always straining 
for the mit of speed. Arabs, perch- 
ed high on their little grey horses, 
direct trains of the blue carts of the 
French, army. Gaudy Sicilian carts 
with Biblical scenes painted on their 
sideboards’ are dragged through the 
mire, 

Senegalese soldiers, incredibly 
black, watch with an air of comical 
bewilderment the erratic ventures 
of donkeys that seem to have been 
put under pack for the first time. 
Indo-Chinese soldiers in pagoda shap- 
ed hats, tipped with brass, putter 
about at mysterious tasks, Blackish 
brown men from Madagascar carr 
burdens. Moroccans in  alcgien 
brown swing by under shrapnel hel- 
mets. 

New levie3~marching toward the 
front, the sweat beads standing out 
on their pale foreheads as they strug- 
gle under thelr 60-pound packs, give 
the road to the veterans of six 
months’ service—hard, capable, tire- 
less. Overhead the fliers purr on the 
lookout for the enemy. Big guns 
lumber along behind caterpillar trac- 
tors. Ammunition dumps line the 
road and hospitals dot it. Girl nurses 
from France and the United States 
and all the British Empire ride over 
it. 

Always the ambulances are there. 
They are always given the road. The 
men who turn out for them antici- 
pate the day when, in their turn, they 
will be- riding in a Red Cross car” 
toward Saloniki and home. 

At the farther end of the road is 
Monastir, taken last winter by. the 
Allied forces in a battle that in any 
other war would have been set down 
as great. At the sea end of the road. 
is ‘Saloniki, the Allied base, where 
Cicero lived for a time and St. Paul 
shook the dust from off his feet as 
a testimony against the Thessalonian. 
of his day, and where Suleiman the 
Magnificent built the White Tower, 
in whose oubliettes bones still mold- 
er of the victims of five hundred 
years of Turkish rule—Herbert Co- 
rey in the National Geographic Mag- 
azine.

Only picked men, whose 
Americanism is unquestioned and 
whose skill in their respective vaca- 
tions is the highest, will be em-

ties one of the late inventions of 
Thomas Edison.

Cultivation of Sugar 
Beet In Alberta 


[ One of the Best Growing Crops. 
Western Canada 


It is perhaps not generally known 
that the sugar beet is one of the best 
§Towing crops in Western Canada. 
Not only does this crop grow well, 
but there is no doubt that with the 
necessary labor and capital one of 
the most successful industries in Can- 
ada can be built upon the cultivation 
of beets for sugar, - 

In Southern Alberta alone the area 
j suitable to the growth of the best 
kind of sugar beets is greater in ex- 
tent than any two of the largest pro- 
ducing districts in the United States. 
Phat more has not been Reard of the 
possibilities of this crop in Alberta 
is undoubtedly due to the success of 
the farmer in grain) growing and 
stock raising, But, just as a higher 
quality of grain, with Jarger yields, is 
produced in Western Canada than ‘in 
the older districts, so sugar beets 
grown here generally contain a 
higher percentage of sugar and yield 
a greatcr tonnage to the acre than 
those grown elsewhere, ‘ests made 
with beets grown under irrigation 
from five different kinds of seed at 
the Dominion government xperi- 
mental Station at Lethbridge show- 
ed a vield of 171-4, 16 1-2, 151-2 and 
9 3-4 tons per acre, with a sugar per- 
centage of 15.84, 19.42, 17.85 and 16.25 
respectively, In the same district 
crops without irrigation yielded 9 1-2 
tons per acre from the same seed, 
Even better results have been ob- 
tained from beets grown in the East- 
ern and Western sections of the ir- 
rigation block of the Canadian Paci- 
fic railway, cast of Calgary, Alberta. 
Reects with sugar content of twenty 
per cent. have been grown there in 
successive years, and growers there 
are confident that this high-pertent- 
age can /be maintained with large 
crops. It is safe to say that practi 
cally any soil capable of producing 
such grain as is produced in Western 
Canada will produce satisfactory sug- 
ar beets, even though the results may 
not be so gratifying as those achicv- 
ed with irrigation. : 

More than twelve years ago the 
possibilitics of sugar beet production 
in Alberta had been recognized, and 
in giving cvidence before-a commit- 
tee appointed by the Dominion gov- 
ernment to enquire into the tariff on 
sugar a representative of the Ray- 
mond Sugar Company, Raymond; Al- 
berta, stated that at that time: the 
company had already demonstrated 
that the beet sugar industry, under 
proper conditions could be developed 
to an cnormous. extent in Alberta, 
and that the ‘gencral conditions, ctc., 
compared very favorably with those} 
existing in the States of Utah and 
Idaho, which at that date were twe 
of the largest producing districts in 
the Union. 

Combined with the live 
dustry, sugar beet cultivation builds 
up prosperous districts more ckly 


in 


stock in- 


and substantially than probably any 
other ‘mode of agricultural develop- 
ment, The feeding value of the beet 
pulp and tops needs no comment. As 
a rotation crop for the cultivation ot 
soil values there is none better. 

In regard to seed production, it is 
believed that a superior quality of 
seed can be produced in Alberta in 
marketable quantities. ‘Lhe soil in 
the eastern section of the irrigation 
block is admirably adapted for the 
growth of beets for seed, which will 
no doubt devclop into one of the 
most important branches of  indus- 
try. . ; 

“A word as to the market will be 
interesting, In 1915, the consumption 
of sugar in Alberta was approximate- 
ly 42,000,000 pounds, in British Co- 
lumbia 33,000,000 pounds, in Saskat- 
chewan 50,000,000 pounds and in 
Manitoba 43,000,000 potinds, makings 
a total for the Western Provinces 
alone of 168,000,000 pounds, The 
total production of sugar in the 
whole of the Dominion amounted to 
only 37,000,000. A large market 1s, 
therefore, right at the door, Alberta 
alone hag on area sufficiently large to 
produce sugar for the needs of West- 
ern Catada, and also to export large 
quantities, “Lhis is undoubtedly one 
ct the futwre industries of Western 
Canada, especially in the — distrites 
where irrigation is practised.

By the inyéstnrent of the school 

lands money held in trust by the Do- 
minion government in five pex cent, 
war bonds instead of three per cent. 
savings bank interest the revenue of 
the three prairie provinces will be in- 
creased by over $220,000 a year. 
_ Manitoba's school land monies held 
in trust by the Dominion government 
amount to $4,050,494, so that an addi- 
tional $80,000 a year will result 
through the increased interest. The 
increase in Saskatchewan’s revenue 
will be slightly higher, namely $82,- 
000 per year, the amount of the school 
lands trust funds of this province be- 
ing $4,093,063.30.

For the enlightenment of our read- 
érs who desire to know something 
about .the school system of Western 
Canada, it may be explained that 
school lands consist of two sections 
(1,280 acres) in every township (36 
sections) in Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, ‘that is, approximately 
cne-eighteenth of the entire area of 
the three provinces. These lands are 
administered by the Dominion gov- 
ernment, in trust, with the object of 
establishing a fund for educational 
purposes in the provinces inentioned. 
They are disposed of, from time to 
time, at public auction only to the 
highest bidder, and subject to a cer- 
tain upset price. From this source a 
very large revenue is derived which 
miakes possible an adequate school 
‘system at small cost to the home- 
maker. j
